The attitude iaken by tho Presi- 


dent in his lute message on the tax- 
ation of church property has some- 
what astonished the clergy and laity 
of tho wealthier churches, but we 
believe it struck a vein of popular 
feeling throughout the country, that 
sooner or later will bear good fruit. 


In 1850 the church properly of 


the United States which paid no 
tax, municipal or State, amounted 
to about $300,000,000. In 'i860 
the amount had doubled ; in 1875 
it is about ftl, 000,000,000; by 
1900, without check, it is safe to 
say this property will reach a sum 
exceeding $3,000,000,000. So vast 
a sum receiving all the protection 
and benefits of government, without 
bearing its proportion of tho bur- 
dens and expenses of the same, wilj 
not be looked upon acquiescently by 
those who have paid taxes. In a 
growiug country, where t real estate 
enhances so rapidly .with time as in 
the United States, ^here is scarcely 
a limit to the wealth that mav be 
acquired by colorations,' religions 
or otherwise. '" 


If allowed' to retain; real ' estate 


without taxation,' the contemplation 
of so vafet a prqper(y as is here al- 
luded to, without taxation, maj lead 
to sequestration without constitu- 
tional authority and through blood.

raised by a tipc, but i«, this country 
non-teaticp is, pseciaely .the ean>e 
thing, only shrewdly put fin a dit- 
ierent 'shape, What Bhfcre of the 
public tithes churchmen do not pay 
must bo made tip by the-masscs. 


Here in Chicago, at the corner of 


Clark 
and Washington • streets, 


stands the Methodist Church Ijlock. 
It is a large building, and contains 
a. great number of the best stores, 
offices and' banking rooms in the 
qity. Its annual rental cannot be 
less than $30,000 to $40,000 a year 
But-all this is totally exempt from 
taxation, because in th) upper back 
part of the block is a small hall 
where the First MetiwTist Society 
worship. 
The adjoining^ blocks 


mtifct pay additional taxes in order 
that tliis favored structure go scot 
free. 
It is rank injustice. As well 


exempt McVicker's Theatre from 
taxation because 
Prof, 
Swing 


preaches there on Sundays. 


Tho Land Owner looks forward 


to the time when all classes of prop- 
erty will bo taxed alike— if taxed 
we must bo in thi? tax-riddon land.
